. “MADRAS.” _ : 
MARINE COURT OF LNQUIRY. 
* Amarine’ court of ingniry into the ciranm- 
stances attending the loss of the above steamer 
was held ‘at the Horbour Offloe yesterday 
before Captain H. G. Thomsett, R.N,, Harbour 
Master(Prosident), Lient.G.9. Koigwin, H.M.S. 
Fietor Emanuel, Jovepi A. Thompson, master 
British steamer Oceanic ; Francia Grandin, mas- 
ter British steamer Harter; Thomas Rowin, 
master British steamer Crusader. 

‘The President opencd the procosdmgs with a 
fow remarks, Ho aatd thie ose ones in- which 
the captain was not present, in faot it was doubt- 
fal whether he had not been drowned. Ha had 
deemed it desirable to hold'a court of ingniry to 
investigate the ciroumstances gurroduding the 
logs of tho ship, and to ascortain, if possible, what 
had become of Captain Plonge. Tho chiof 
mate had not applied for s court of inquiry, and 
he had done se. Captain Thomsett read his 
letter of application for a warrant for the court 
to the Acting. Govornor, in which it was set out 
that the captoin was not here, but that other 
membera of tha: crew wore, and that some of 
them would be likely to leava shortly. Captain 
Thomsett also read the warrant he subsequently 
received from H. HE. the Acting Governor for |, 
tho holding of the court. - 

Michael Joseph Kenting deposod—I hold a 
mastor’s ‘certificate of competency, which [ got 
at Sunderland in 1885. I was chief mate of the 
Madras, joining her in that capacity in Sunder- 
Jand on October laat, and served as such natil 
tho day of the wreck. I had previonsly sorved 
on her ay second mate. Wo loft Nagasaki on 
the 10th August, with Captain Plenge in com- 
uaad, with a cargo of coal for Hongkoug. We 
wore drawing. 20 foet 8 inches oft- and 20 fevt 
forward. Tho steamer was wrecked on the loth 
August, I prodneo the ship’s log books kept 
by myself, with, the articles of agreement, the 
chart by whioh the ship was navirated, and the 
ship's register, Wo had fine weathor up to noon 
of the 11th, The oraw: consistod of the master, 
three mates, three engineers, » carpenter, 
Enropoon sailors, 14 Chinamon, of whom eight 
ware firemen, 6 Chinese ship’s,cook, two Chinese 
firomen’s cooks, a Chinese steward, and s Chinese 
mesaroomsteward, Thebsrometer was koptinthe 
cabin, The ship wassteoriug 8,W. by W. up to 
thres p.m. on tho 12th, and cing nine knots an 
hour, The wind was NINE noon that day 
the barometer stood 30.05, and it was then blow- 
ing a heavy gale, with n tampastnous sea, At 
three p.m, we took in all sails, and hove the ship 
‘to N.N.., head to wind. At 4p m., barometer. 
20.95, at eight 20.90, at midnight 29.85: We
